NOTES OF THE WEEK, 

It is difficult to conceive of a more signal vindication of the cause of 
freedom of conscience than the fate of the proposed law on Associations in 
France, and of the projected Elementary Education Bill in Prussia, which 
has now been decided. Six weeks ago when. the discussion of these ill- 
considered measures was at its height, we gave some attention to them in a 
leading article, and pointed out that, although the one was aimed at Roman 
Catholics and the other at Atheists, they both belonged to a reactionary and 
intclerant category which called for their unhesitating denunciation at the 
hands of all friends of enlightened Liberalism. Since then not only have 
both measures disappeared, but the Ministers responsible for them have also 
fallen. It is well that the lesson of religious toleration should have been so 
emphatically taught. Freedom of conscience is nowa fundamental principle 
of Government and Society, and to tamper with it in any way is not only a 
high crime against reason and morality, but a harking back to mediwvalism. 
That the intentions of the french Government and the German Emperor 
were conscientious patriotic is doubtless true, buat this 
is an excuse, not a vindication. Capistrano, St. Vincent de Ferrer, and Tor- 
quemada were just as conscientious. No one denies it. They were * honour- 
able men” like Brutus or M. Pobiedonoszeff. But the enlightened world 
has happily learnt to judge causes by their effects, and it will have nothing 
to do with persecution, whatever the motives which may dictate it. Had 
the two Bills to which we are referring been passed, not only would French 
Roman Catholics and German.Atheists have been subjected to cruel dis- 
abilities, but a precedent for dealing with minorities would have been estab- 
lished, or rather revived, which might not inconceivably have placed the hard 

wonrights of the Jews in considerable jeopardy. 

Mr. Albert Jessel is the new President of the Borough Jewish Schools, 
in succession to Mr. A. de Mattos Mocatta, Mr. Arthur Cohen, and to 
Baron Heory de Worms. For various reasons, which he explained in his 
letter in our last issue, the supporters of the Schools are to go dinner-less 
this year, but the intellectual wants of the children cannot so easily remain 


-unappeased, and Mr. Jessel pleads for subscriptions, which may be sent to 


him or to Mr. D. L. Jacobs, or Mr. Singer. Mr. Jacobs is a tried friend of 
the Schools. The Rev. S. Singer's ministrations in Sonth London are 
affectionately remembered by many. With characteristic fidelity he remains 
among the warmest advocates of the Schools which he has handed over to the 
pastoral charge of the Rev. F. L. Cohen, and his. recommendation alone is 
a powerful testimonial to the usefulness of the Institution. The Schools are 
in effect a southern succursale to the great Free School in Bell Lane, for 
though they have no direct connection with the managers of that Inatitution, 
who felt unable to take over the responsibility of working the Borough 
Schools, they do very similar service on a smaller scale. 


A correspondent makes the bold suggestion in our columns this week 
that we should discont nue all our Denominational Schools and throw upon 
the public rates the task of converting our young barbarians into British 
citizens. Far be it from us to pronounce up n such a proposal until it has 
been elucidated by fuller discussion. Bat such a revolutionary scheme must 
not be carried out at the expense of the present generation of school- 
children, For their sake we must keep up our schools as efficient establish- 
ments, and if hereafter we hand them over to the School Board for London, 
we must hand them over in successful working order of which we may be 
proud. It must be analliance, or a surrender, if it comes to that, with the 
honours of war, with colours flying and drums beating, not the abandonment 
of our cherished institutions at the pinch of penury and starvation. Those who 
think with ‘* Schoo! Manager,” and those who do not, will equally desire to 
maintain our schools satisfactorily till the moment comes to hand them over. 
With a Balliol man of distinction at their head, set free from the task of pre- 
siding at a festival dinner for the more important duty of closely supervising 
the discipline and teaching of the schools, the Borough Schools have an 
excellent prospect before them; and Mr. Jessel will not appeal in vain, we 


may be sure, for that pecuniary support with which the noblest sacrifices of 
personal ease require to be seconded. 


A notable debate took place in the German Reichstag last Saturday on 
the recent street riots in B-rlin. Herr Richter called attention to the fact, 
which had transpired in the course of the judicial investigation, that certain 
anti-Semites were concerned in the disturbances, and that * Juden ‘raus: 
was one of the chief cries of the unruly mob. Herr Stcecker and — 
Liebermann Von Sonnenberg, amid a storm of dissentient cries defer ded t 


anti-Semitic rioters. The latter speaker audaci usly declared that the & 
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roaghs who demonstrated avainst the Jews were acting in the interests of 
‘the Throne and the Altar.” “ We,” added the anti-Semitic leader * are 
lovatirste through and through. When ihe time comes we shall be found 
massed round the throne. Had there bees-an anti-Semitic party in Hanover 
in 18:+6 the king would not have lost his throne.” This was too much even 
for Conservatives. Prince zu Carolath-Schoenaich rose to his feet with an 
indignant repudiation of Herr Von Sonnenberg. ‘A pitiful thing would the 
throne be if it believed in or depended on the anti-Semites. [ prefer to think 
of my Kaiser,” continued the Prince, ‘as one who holds ail his sabjects 
equaliy dearly. It isa sad example for a Christian preacher to assuciate 
himself with these hateful doctrines. Does Herr Stoecker ever think of the 
words of Pan!: ‘And if I have the gift of prophecy and know ail 
mysteries and all knowledge, and if I have al faith so as to remove 
mountains, but have not love, Lam nothing’? How does he reconcile this 
teaching with his own conduct ? How does he explain this text to his tlock 7” 
Herr Stoecker had already spoken, and consequently was unable to respond 
to this appeal. It would, however, have been interesting to bave had his 
answer on record, 

[oth the Baronesses Ce Rothschild, whose deaths it was our sad duty 
to record last week, were daughters of English mothers. The mother-—who is still 
living ofthe Baroness Hannah Louise—is the Baroness Louise, youngest 
daughter of Nathan Maver Rothschild, the founder of the English fiem ; the 
mother of the Baroness Bettina is the Baroness Leonora, eldest daughter of 
thelate Baron Lionel de Rothschild. [tis a curious fact, too, that the Baroness 
Bettina husband. Baron Albert of Vienna, isthe son ofan English mother, 
the late Daroness Charlotte, eliest daughter of Nathan Rothschild of London, 
and wife of Baron Anseim of Vienna, Baron Anselm's only sister, the 
famous Baroness Betiy, who married her uncle, Baron James of Paris, was 
the grauimother, aunt, and godmother of the gifted lady who died in Vienna 
last week. The Deroness Hannah's godmother was also her grandmother, 
{Hannah Rothschild, the daughter of Levi Barent Cohen of London, and 
sisterof Judith, Lady Montefiore, We mentioned last week that Levi Barent 
Cohen was one of the patriarchs of what we may call our Anglo-Jewish 
aristocracy. An illustration of the comprehensivenes of his family-tree is 
afforded by the fact that all the three distinguished ladies whose deaths were 
announced in these columas last week—DBaroness Hannah de Rothschild, 
Baroness B-ttina de Rothschild, and the Dowager Lady Salomons—were 
descendants of his in three different yenerations. Lady Salomons was a 
granddaughter, the Baroness Hannah Louise de Rothsetnid, a greatgrand- 
daugiiter, and the Barousss Bettina, a great-great-granddaughter. 

While the supporters of the Jews’ Deaf and Damb Home in the far 
West of London were discussing a proposal for altering its constitution, a 
preliminary bot?

identical, might with every advantage be combined under one management : 
and in order to give effect to this view, Mr. Franklin announced that he 
would shortly proposé a Conference between delegates chosen by the Com- 
mitiees of both charities, There was a time when a difference may have 
existed in the status of the inmates of the two Homes, ~ but 
all distinctions have disappeared, and the same persons not unfrequently 
apply for receptisn into cither. The ‘process of

Hand-in-Hand abclished the 
system of election by the votes of the subseribers, and gave that power ex- 
clusively t» the Committee, as has always been the case at the Jewish Home. 
The Institution in [lackuey is in itself the offspring of a union between two 
kindred charities, and the excellent results of this union, as well as of the 
earlier precedent allorded by the amalgamation of the Jews’ Hospital and 
the Jews’ Orphan Asylum, undonbtedly will have great weight when the pro- 
posal of Mr. Mocatta and Mr, Franklin forms the subject of negotia- 
tions. Any movement that tends to economise the exercise of talent and 
energy in charitable administration should commend itself to the Jewish 
Community, in which the work is heavy, but the labourers are comparatively 
tew. The prompt acceptance, by Mr. Kf. D. Mocatta, of one of the Vice- 
Presidentships of the Hand-in-Hand and Widow Home which had 
unexpectedly become vacant on Sunday, cannot but facilitate the amalgama- 
tion of the Institution with the Home in Stepney Green, of which as 
President he is the life and soul, aud which he fondly speaks of as * his 
child.”

LATE BARONESS BETTINA DE ROTHSCHILD. 

Almost at the same hour on Suncay as the funeral was taking place at Frank- 
fort tlle remains of the Baroness Bettina de Rothschild were being conveyed 
to their last resting place. As in the case of the Frankfort Baroness, the funeral 
in Vienna was marked by the utmost simplicity, but even a royal interment could 
not have been attended more largely or by a more representative gathering. As 
early as halt-past eight, a dense crowd bad already gathered in the [leugasse, 
between thé palace of Baron Albert de Rothschild and that of Prince Sclwarzen- 
berg. At the Rothschild Palace were assembled the foremost meinbers of the 
aristocracy and the financial world, and deputations from many philanthropic 
institutions, who have lest so great a benefactor, ‘To give the names of all 
present would practically be to publish a list of the éli/7 of Viennese Society. A 
few names, taken at random, will suffice :—Count Oswald Kielmansegg, repre- 
senting His Royal Highness the Duke of Cumberland ; Dr. Steinbach, Austrian 
Finance Minister ; Sir Augustus Paget, British Ambassador, and Lady Paget; the 
French Ambassador, M. Decrais : the Germnan Ambassador, Prince of Reuss ; the 
Spanish.

THE HIRSCH COLONIES IN THE ARGENTINE. 

A correspondent writing from Palacios, on the of February, dis- 
conraging news ¢f the Baron de Hirsch’s settlements in that Province. The 
sufferings of the colonist are described as insupportable, they are watched by 
soldiers as in a state of siewe. On February 15th a colonist named Moses Wachs 
was stabbed by a policeman, because he had asked for the retarn ot a horse, 
which the policeman had stolen. ‘Ihe following week (February 25th) a soldier 
murdered a colonist named Gershinof and stabbed his wife and dauchter. but 
the soldier was caught by the Hirsch colonists and lynched. Not long ago all 
the members of another Jewish family named Fuchsman were killed at the 
Colony coo Elena, about two-and-half miles from Vaiacios. Much of the 
disorder in the colonies is attributed to the changes in the administration. 

E vide sntly Colonel! Goldsmid has no easy task awaiting him on his arrival in 
Argentina. 

A Dalziel’s telegram contirms the above intelligence and states that the 
Jewish colonists sent to Argentina by Baron de Hirsch are undergoing severe 
hardships. ‘They are contin ually watched by soldiers and police who take eve ry 
opportunity of tualtr ea ting them. Cases ol murder lrve occurred w ith pe rfect 
immunity as far as the authorities are concerne 1. The perpetrators of some of the 
latest murders have, however, been lynched by the infuriated colonists. The 
agents of Baron de Hirsch are buying splendid tracts of land in the neigbourhocd 
of Corrientes and Goya. It is said that over 6,000,000 frances have already been 
<xpended in the Argentine Republic in this undertaking.

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BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 

The annual meeting of the West London Synagogue of British Jews was 
held on Sunday. Mr. F. D. Mocarra presided. 

Before proceeding to the business on the Agenda, the meeting (on the 
motion of Mr. Harry SyYLVrsrer SaMvuen. Senior Warden, seconded by Mr. H. 
€# Lovsapa) pranse da vote of condolence to the widow of the late Mr. Sidney 
Woolf, Q.C., a member of the Council, and a former Warden. 

The Secretary (Rev. 1. Harnis, M.A.,) read the report of the Treasurers, of 
which the following is an abstract: —The Financial Report for the year ending 
on the Sist January, ISv2, is by far the least favourable of recent years inasmuch 
as the receipts show a marke d diminution. while the expenditure has materially 
Increased. There is. howeve rr, reason lo beheve that thus break mm the financial 
pros rity is tor some extent te mporary. ‘The fivures is shown in the financial 
statement are £4.767 17s. Sd. income, and £4,668 3s. 1d. expenditure, leaving a 
surplus of £1") 13s. 7d. 34 seats have become vacant in the Synagogue, 
and 45 new members have been admitted. The present allotment of seats 1s 
418 on the ground floor, and 343 in the gallery, the rental being £3,245 4s. 
The chief feature of the vear 181-2 was the celebration of the Jubilee of the 
Synagogue. It is no small event that a congregation so few in members at its 
outset should have developed into so large and influential a body, and it is a 
most remarkable coincidence and one for which the congregation cannot feel too 
thankful that the ministers.who have been associated with it from its establish- 
ment. and to whose great abilities and untiring zeal the steady development and 
increasing importance of the congregation are so largely due, should have been 
preserved for half-a-century to mimister to the spiritual wants of the members, 
and to officiate at the celebration of the Jubilee Service. It is likewise a subject 
for congratulation that the Jubilee of the Synagogue was hailed with demonstra- 
tions ot hearty sympathy throughout the entire community. This was strikingly 
manifested by the representative gathering which participated in the service, 
comprising most of the honorary officers, as well as several of the ministers of 
the Metropolitan Synagogues. 

On the motion of the CuArrMan, seconded by Mr. Oswaip J. Simon, and 
after Mr. Cecil Q. Henriques had expressed the hope that when the finances 
were ina better condition it might a possible to provide cheaper seats, the 
Report and Financial Statement were adopted. 

On the recommendation of the Council, it was resolved that the sum of £400 
should be added to the reserve fund. 

In acknowledging a vote of thanks to the Treasurers, Mr. B.- ELKIN 
MocatTra said that the present occasion was the first during thirty vears term of 
office that his senior-colleague, Mr. F. G. Henriques, who was indisposed, had 
been absent from the annual meeting. 

Mr. David Albert Levy, with Captain H. B. Lewis-Barned (who were 
re-elected) and Mr. H.G. Lousada were elected Wardens for the ensuing year. 

Mr. H. Syivesrer Samvet; who had retired from the office of Warden by 
efflux of time, replied to a vote of thanks to the Wardens for the past year. Mr. 
Samuel pment. his appreciation of the loyal co-operation he had received from 
his colleagues in connection with the Jubilee Service, and especially of the 
services rendered on that occasion by the excellent Secretary (the Rev. I. 
Harris), who had an enormous amount of work thrown upon him, which could 
only have been realised by those in constant attendance at the Synagogue. 

Sir John Simon, Mr. David Albert Levy, and Captain H. B. Lewis-Barned 
were elected members of the Council to fill vacancies on that. body. 

On the motion of Captain Lrewis-BarNED, a vote of thanks was passed to- 
the Jubilee Committee, and especially to Mr. Alfred J. Waley, who had ably 
carried out a considerable portion of the Committee's labours, 

- Mr. Isaiah Lazarus, Beadle, Mr. Moss Myers, Burial-ground Keeper. and 
Mr. George Emdin, Auditor, were re-elected to their respective offices. 

Mr. H. &. Samuesr called attention to the following item on the Agenda : 
“To receive a Report from the Wardens on the subject of negotiations entered 
into with the United Synagogue respeéting the burial of members of this 
Congregation in the Cemetery at Willesden.” Mr. Samuel said that the notice 
Was put upon the paper in the hope that before the date of that meeting the 
negotialions would have come toa close. This had, however, been the case only 
within the last few days, and as the proposed arrangements would have to be 
submitted in the first instance to the Council, he would not go further into the 
subject than to say that the Wardens had been met by the Honorary Officers of 
the United Synagogue in a most gratifying manner,and that they had every 
reason to be satisfied, as they hoped the members would also be, with the 
negotiations which had been concluded. 

Mr. Oswatp J. SiMown called attention to the extremely unsatisfactory 
attendance at the Synagogue.on Sabbaths. As the members were represented 
at the meeting by but a very few of their number, it would be useless to enter 
into a discussion that morning, but at a meeting of the Council he would suggest 
that a circular be addressed to the members impressing on them the desirability 
of a better attendance at Synagogue, 

The CHAIRMAN also regretted the emptiness of the benches on Sabbath. 
There was a coldness and absence of sympathy with the service, which was 
absolutely painful. 

Sir Pritir Macxvus said it had been proved that the shortening of the 
service had not led to any good result. An endeavour should be made to render 
the servicé more attractive by inducing the members to take part init. This 
end could to some extent be attained by reverting to the old practice of “ calling 
up to the Reading of the Law. 


The subject then dropped, and the meeting coneluded with a vote of thanks 
to the Charr, 


PRESENTATION OF JUBILEE ADDRESSES 
| PROF, MARKS AND A. LOWY. 
_ Subsequently to the annual meeting an interesting function was pertormed 
in the vestibule of the Synagogue, which was filled by ladies and gentlemen 
who had been invited to witness the presentation of addresses of congratulation 
to the Rev. Prof. Marks and the Rev. A. Liwvy on the completion of fifty 
years of their ministry. 
Sir JOHN Simon, who occupied the chair, said that the time would no doubt 
recur to the mind of Professor Marks when as young men they both deplored 
the sad condition into which public worship had fallen. It was now more than 
hfty years ago that Professor Marks had been called from Liverpool to take 
charge of a movement for remedying this evil, with what success he need not 
say. But for the timely help of Mr. Marks and his ready judgment the move- 
ment would have fallen through, so apathetic was the community and so bigoted 
was the opposition to efforts tor improving the system. What Mr. Marks had 
achieved during the past fifty years the congregation knew perfectly well, and 
of his sermons it was only necessary to remark that thev were of a very high 
order. In Mr. Liiwy he had another old friend, to whose assiduity learning iad 
energy the cause was indebted in no smal] degree. As a scholar. a good man an { 
a pious Israelite, he had shed lusire on the Jewish community, On that occasi 
he (Sir John Simon) could not help expressing a word of sympathy to those of his 
brethren in other congregations, who were aspiring to bring about improvem ts 
in the ritual and in the conduct of public worship, He earnestly hoped that 
wise counsels would prevail, and that the aspirations of those cultured En lish 
Jews would be crowned with success. It was but fair that men who desired to 
The J — Laan in its spiritual form should have their wishes gratitied, 
Brisco no authority in religious matters except that of a man’s inner 
nee. A Jew could not place any one between himself and his Maker,

Jews did not recognise a Papacy, and yet they heard much at the present time 
of authority being required for this or that change. While he recognised no 
difference between East End and West End, it was not to be endured in thay 
enlightened age that educated English Jews should be entrammeled by Polish 
superstitions and ideas, 

Mr. Jacon Q. Henriques, as one of the founders of the congregation, 
expressed his gratitude to the Almighty for having been spared to witness that 
day's celebration. and to note how the congregation had lived down the 
prejudices which it encountered at its inception. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra said he believed it was only because he represented his 
father, that he was called upon to say a few words. | At the mention of his 
fathers name, Mr. Mocatta broke down with emotion, and a minute or two 
elapsed before he was able to proceed’. Though but a child at the time he 
recollected all the circumstances connected with the origin of the congregation 
in which his father took so large a share. He congratulated the corgregation on 
having retained the services of two such eminent men as the Rey. Professor 
Marks and the Rev. Albert Lowy. who had made the congregation what it was 
that day, but he congratulated Judaism more, for it was the great glory of the 
congregation that it had reformed Judaism in this country. If other congrega- 
tions had been fifty years ago as they were that day, there would probably have 
been no secession. He was, therefore, glad to see that their synagogue had 
lived down the rancour of those who opposed its establishment, and that other 
congregations were following in its footsteps. 

The Rev. I. Harris then read the Addresses,the texts of which are as

The Rev. Professor Marks, who. enthusiastically 
rising, said: am _ deeply and gratefully 
expression of congregational good will. I am no less moved by 
the very kind words that have fallen from my friends, Sir John 
Simon, Mr. Jacob Henriques, and Mr. Frederic Mocatta, and for the kind 
expressions with which they have characterised the measure of my services. In 
my early boyhood, Sir John Simon and I often brooded, and sorrowfully did we 
brood, over the languid and spiritless character of our services. That I might 
live to see the House of God rise from its depression was the fond hope of my 
heart, but in all the dreamy excursions of my imagination it never occurred to 
me that I should be able to take a leading part in raising the synagogue from its 
decrepitude. A gracious Providence has granted me even more than this, for | 
have been spared to see the congregation. which I ushered into existence, and 
over whose cradle I watched, take deep root as a Communal Institution and 
attain, under God's blessing, a high degree of prosperity. By far the larger 
share of the merit is due to the earnestness of its good and venerated founders. 
Fifty years have not dimmed my recollections of the zeal and singleness of purpose 
ofmen of such sterling stamp as Sir Francis Henry Goldsmid and Horatio Monte- 
fiore, and it is owing to the great support I received from such men and to the 
vsenerous confidence reposed in me by their successors in the Council. that I have 
veen enabled to discharge my duties with pleasantness. and not without the earnest 
regard and approbation of my general congregants. I receive this expression of 
good-will, I might almost say of affection, as the highest reward that ean crown 
my old age. [ wish that the majority of those who have joined us in recent 
years had shown more readiness in attendance at public worship, and I am truly 
sorry that I have to apply the same remark to some of the descendants of our 
founders, whose apathy shows that they have inherited but a small share of 
the fervour of their sires. I hope that those who belong to the future may be 
influenced by the spirit of our services, which are of a character to satisfy the 
conscience and lift the souls of the worshippers. This oczasion carries with it 
the grave admonition that I have left far behind my years of active energy. 
am very sensible of the indulgence, which has been extended towards me im the 
season of my shortcomings. As long as it may please God to preserve tO me a 
remnant of health and strength equal to the duties. which may reasonably be 
expected from one in the sere and yellow leaf, I shall earnestly adhere to my 
post. But if the coming years should be attended by the infirmities which await 
—— life, 1 should make but an ungrateful return to my colleagues from 
whom I have experienced many instances‘ of liberality and affection, if 
suffered myself to stand in the way of a successor who can bring to the position 
of first Minister of this Congregation the powers and freshness of youth. 
have to express to Mr. Harry Sylvester Samuel, who has to-day given up the 
office of Warden, my acknowledgments for the uniform consideration he has 
shown to me. I may truly say that I have never seen the position he has 
occupied adorned with more judiciousness and ability. It was owing to his 
unflagging energy and to his superintendence of every detail that our Jubilee 
Service was so brilliant a success. Again I thank you all, and I leave you with 
the hope that you, my congregants, may continue to hold dear the sacred 
inheritance bequeathec by ;your ancestors, and that you may transmit 1 
unweakened to your children and your children’s children.—(Loud cheers.) 
The Rev. A. Lowy, who was greeted with enthusiastic cheers, said : Mr. 
Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, I cordially thank all those who on this day ot 
my Jubilee are in sympathy with me; and [prize beyond expression the conti- 
denc2 and good-will I haveenjoyed at the hands of my friends in this metropolis 
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in the provinces, inthe colonies, and tn various parts of the two Continents, During 
the past fifty vears I have not been exempt from dark and chequered expe- 
riences; but to-dav I only look at the bright side of my retrospect. The 
contents of the congregational testimonial,and the kind words ot your Chairman 
are very gratifying to my amour prepre, but L have no desire to speak of myself 
otherwise than that it has always been my ambition, as it has been the ambition 
of most other ministers, to be useful within and beyond the four walls of the 
synagogue. There are many arduous but welcome duties to which ministers 
devote themselves inl addition Lo being teachers. As to mvself have been 
well aided in my officialand extra-synagogal labours by the advice and co-opera- 
tion of true and trusted friends of our community. It would be invidious if I 
attempted to mention such friends by their names; but I am justified in 
singling out one gentleman who has always stood by my side during the greater 
length of my official career. Lallude to Mr. Frederic Mocatta. He was thrice 
mv Treasurer. when the greatest Jewish scholar of this age, the late Dr. Zunz, 
received from London large votive offerings on attaining his 6Uth, his 70th and 
his 80th birthday. The sums (nearly £600) were devoted by that great and 
unseltish scholar to the publication of three epoch-making works. In this way 
our congregation, joined by a few generous outsiders, was helpful in disseminating 
the treasures of Jewish knowledge over a wide area of the civilised world. 
By Mr. Mocatta and other honoured members of our community I have, as 
a public man, been encouraged and supported in assisting, from year to year, 
talented students, several of whom now occupy honourable positions. Jointly 
with Committees mainly appointed by myselt, | was ftrequently enabled to 
provide for deserving individuals and families, and to uphold Jewish Institutions 
and Societies. The thanks which | have received must be shared by my 
excellent well-wishers. Most particularly. | wish to notice the agreeable service 
which I have been recently enabled to render to the Jews of Turkey, by 
establishing a Training Coilege for Jewish Ministers at Adrianople. Ten 
students of that College have, in touching terms, expressed their 
gratitude to me for ‘the benefit which their benefactors in London and in 
Paris have conferred on them and on _ their Jewish compatriots, 
These thanks | now convey to the generous men to whom they are due. 
As this jubilee-day forms a sequel to thatot our synagogue, it is my agreeable 
task to add a few words about the past and the future prospects of our congrega- 
tion. Our past gives powerful evidence of the fact that a high-principled 
congregation advances in the right direction without the supposed need ot so- 
called Ecclesiastical Authorities. In reality our communal acuion 1s principally 
employed in the defence of the Jewish status and in the incessant furtherance of 
benevolent work. In these pursuits of philanthropy the members of the West 
London Synagogue have always held a foremost rank of honour, and have 
repressed every species of prejudice, We may, therefore, maintain that the 
past is a guarantee for our aspirations to be true to the cause of Judaism, 
Any observances which enlightened congregations declare to be untenable will 
be buried in the depth of oblivion; but thoughtful religion, actively merciful 
religion, enlightening religion will never pass away from us, Its beauty will be 
fresh and verdant in age after age. Such are my ideas in regard to the bygone 
and the coming. time, An individual can barely hope to witness more than 
ene congregational jubilee-day. But ourafter-comers have in store many jubilees, 
antii in the end the whole community shall be fused and united into one benefi- 
cent brotherhood tor giving elfect to the humanizing precepts of Judaism,

ARGUMENTS RELATING TO THE EXISTENCE OF GOD. 
‘os 

A paper on the above subject was read by Dr. LERNER, on Sunday evening, at a 
meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society. The Rev. Dr. Gaster presided. 

Dr. LERNER said that while the voices of nearly all religions resound to our ears 
like the inarticulate utterances of a babe, Israel’s Torah alone rings forth like the 
voie of aman. Nor is this wonderful considering that those nations were left to 
the flights of their own fancies, while Israel alone was taught by the most accom- 
plished cf pedagogues, by its own Divine Preceptor and Ruler. Other religions 
originated with man, the Torzh emanated from God Himself. Homer's mythology 
was gradually evolved from the spirit of the Greek nation; the theology of Moses 
was not evolved from the brain of Moses, but was revealed to him as to our people. 
Prom the standpoint of heathen nations Divinity was bound up with and spent 
itself in the universe. According to the Torah the universe is not an emanation 
but a creation of God, the God of the revelation, whichis notamere phrase of speech 
but a cardinal principle of the Torah, to be realised but not deduced by the human 
mind. The leading motive of the paper being a refutation of materialism, Dr. 
Lerner proceeded to discuss the principal arguments deduced from the universe 
eosmological proof) from ontology, from the morality in man, from the fitness of 
Stew in nature, and from the course of development to be traced in the history of 
the world. Commencing with Plato's and Aristotle’s idea of God, and passing on 
to the existence of matter, the lecturer showed the fallaciousness of the argument 
of materialisy, that the atom which can never be destroyed can never have had an 
origin, and he declared that the fact that matter is indestructible, that is to say 
cannot be destroyed by a4 human agency, merely proves what has never been doubted 
that matter connot have been produced by a human agency. Turning to the morg 
xezent phases of modern philosophy, Dr. Lerner quoted Locke and Descartes, the 
erigimator of analytical geometry and the founder of modern.physics and modern 
philogopky, Kant, Rousseau, and Darwin, and then continued : Let us consider the 
universe with its innumerable suns, planets, am] moons, which freely suspended in 
the ether have been describing their orbitsin rhythmiz flight for millenniums without 
ever colliding; let ys consider this our globe withits land, séa end air. with sunshine 
aud rain, distributed in such manner as to enable thousands of plants ang animals 
on the land, sea and air, to thrive in joyfulness and plenty; let us observe how the 
a)ternation of day and night, of summer and winter is meting out exactly toall these 
beings the requisite conditions for activity gnd rest, for stagnation and growth in 
the most beneticial manner; let us observe how in our own body each particle of its 
indeseribably complicated structure performs those very fynctions which are 
required of it for the benefit of the whole; how, on the other hand, gach for itself 
ig enabled to subsist within the whole ; let us realise that in our limbs, in our eyes 
aud our ears, we are confronted with a master-work, which must force from al] 
mex hanical, optical and acoustical constructors a despairing admission of their utter 
incompetence. If in all this we would see nothing but the vagaries gf accidental 
adaptation of things in nature we should indeed resemble that absurd - person who 
brought his friend a piece of paper closely covered from end to end with straight 
fines, each exhibiting clearly and beautifully written characters, and who, neverthe- 
less endeavoured to persuade his friend that these lines and characters were not the 
product ef a human hand, but of an inkpot accidentally spilt over the paper, thus 
causing these lines and characters to flow from it. Should not even according to 
the tenets of materialism itself a creative omnipotence have been at 
werk in order to cause all animate beings to originate from one cell, 
the human mind from insensible matter, or the present order of nature from the 
chaos of a nebulous ball’? What a poor consolation is afforded by materialism, 
which sees ig morality nothing but the principle of social reciprocity, and in the 
natura) fitness of things nothing but the result of adaptation of things in nature , 


what consolation can it offer to suffering humanity bleeding from a thousand 
wounds? Like the fool who consoled King Lear, materialism would console euffer- 
inv humanity in cold, chilling, sardonic heartlessness with the words. * All trials 
and pains of life vou must bear without help or reliet from on hich Like 
finality in nature we see the great universal purpose in the history of man more 
and more approaching its consummation. In the whole history of the world, from 
the present moment back to the origin of the human race, we perceive one long 


concatenation of events gearing into each other as cause and effect. What a series 
of stages had man to pass through before he rose from an unsociable cave dweller 
to an ingenious thinker and cultivated man of the world! But the longer we 


dwell on the connection of past and present, the more shall we be inclined 1 
connect those circumstances which we see working into each other, after the 
manner of cause and effect, as being in the nature of means and end. The sentie 

man, however, recognises the guiding hand of Providence, not only in the world. 
etirring epochs of human history, but even in the events passed through and fel: 
by him in his every day life. God, though invisible to the eye and incomprehensible 
to the mind, is conceived and held fast to by the human heart with an intensity 
infinitely surpassing the power of all rational understanding. A child born to you 
you may see with your eyes, but neither your senses nor your reason can form a com- 
petent judgment as tothe event of its birth; it is your heart alone that reflects 
the effect and appreciation of the event, it is the heart that rejoices ac it. Bat 
however subjective this conviction of sentiment, to the heart once stirred by its 
might, its language attuned to the whispering voice of self-experienced fate is still 
more forcible by far than the thunder of world-moving events. Let us now review 
with one cursory glance the train of thoughts of our discourse in the narrow frame 
of which neither Mendelssohn's, Bachia’s, Maimonides’, Jehuda Halevi's nor Albo'« 
religious-philosophical arguments could find a place and we shall find that the genius 
of humanity could arrive by the effort of its own reason at the conception of an 
Aristotelian prime-mover of eternal matter-and of the infinite but mute substance 
sugyvested by Spinoza or at the highest vet empty ideal of Kant’s subjective mode of 
thought. But if led by the hand of God revealed in the Bible, in contrast with 
materialism which in its wanderings through all spaces of time and all the realms 
of the universe may nowhere find a halting-place while pretending to be able to ex- 
plain all phenomena by the laws of cause and etfect, we shall nowhere encounter a 
point which does not proclaim the hand of a supernatural power, whether consider. 
ing the origin of life and sensation the morality in man and the fitness of things in 
nature, the laws of conscious thought and sentiment. or the course of development 
in the world’s history—everywhere we see naught but forces presenting an image 
like the threads of an intricate web which find their terminal point in the realms 
ot transcendency alone. Nearly three years ago on one of the most sacred days of 
the church, there was performed on the Campo dei Fiori at Rome the act of unveil- 
inv a monument to Giordano Bruno, the pantheist, who had been burnt by the 
Inquisition on that same public place. In an extraordinary convocation, Pope 
Leo XIII. thereupon pronounced the erection of this monument to bean insult to 
the church and the Roman pontificate. The celebration of a man unadorned by any 
scientific merit, of a heretic of the utmost immorality and corruption was but a 
demonstration signifying the unfettering of a spirit of revolt against the church, of 
that unbridled liberty of thought which fosters all revolutionary ideas and at the 
same time uudermines the foundations of society and order. But Professor Hackel 
of Jena, the materialistic natural philosopher, in an address directed to the Monu- 
ment Committee, extolled with jubilant pathos the noble thinker and martyr Bruno 
as being he who had first proclaimed in all its clearness the fundamental idea of 
monistic natural philosophy, a philosophy which holds that force and matter, God 
and the universe, exist externally in inseparable unity. While assigning two the 
expiring papacy the island of St. Helena as an appropriate asylum, he already sees 
the galleries of the Vatican adorned with the pictures of the immortal masters o! 
science and art. But as a matter of fact the stronghold of the Catholic church has 
not yet been stormed and the corner-stone on which it is founded has not yet been 
completely demolished. Catholicism, though no longer dominating all consciences, 
nevertheless still represents a world-swaying power. But were the papacy and 
with it the catholic church swept away from the face of the earth, the existence of 
the religious and civilisatory power of Protestantism would still remain to protest 


against monism, and had even Protestantism as well disappeared from the earth — 


Israel and with it the divine doctrine would still stand forth as an everlasting wit- 
ness of God. But if Israel and with it the divine doctrine had disappeared from 
human ken, God's glory would still be proclaimed by the waves of the seaand by the 
evidence of mute nature.’ (Loud cheers). 

At the close of the paper. Dr. GASTER said that while himself always an advocate 
for discussion, he did not think that there could be any discussion on the subject of 
the paper itself, the Existence of God, which was beyond all arguments. He, how- 
ever, invited general observations. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A., congratulated Dr. Lerner on his excellent English. 
which towards the close of the paper rose to the height of real eloguence. He had 
shown great tact in being able to omit, without leaving his work incomplete, re- 
ferences to the Jewish philosophers. It was absurd, Mr. Abrahams thought, to 
argue against philosophy. Ifa man arrived at true results by false premises, he 
should not be blamed for it. The tendency of Dr. Lerner’s paper was, he believed, 
to show that while philosophy could not give man faith, it could justify faith. 

The Rev. Morris JosepuH added his tribute of admiration of the extraordinary 
command of English shown by Dr. Lerner. He joined issue with the lecturer on 
one point, and that was with regardtothe doctrine of evolution. It was quite possibile 
to adopt Darwin's theory without in the slightest degree weakening or undermining 
our belief in divine existence. In all stages of history there had been manifeated on 
the part of Jews who believed in divine inspiration, a desire ta ind extraneous cay- 
firmation ina belief beyond the doctrines gnunviated in the Bible. On  Jowish 
grounds Dr. Lerner’s essay wojild help them in giving 9 greater grasp of the argu. 
mente for divine existence, anc in fortifying tnem in the cardinal doctrines that 
underlie all religions beliefs. 

Mr. OswWALvb J. SIMO said it was important that we should rescue our faith from 
the process of biblical criticism, and that we should realise that the creat characters 
of the Bible had each and all their faith even before the existence of the Book and 
that revelation was personal to all. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER said his impression was that Dr. Lerner had omitted reference 
to the Jewish philosophers not because he undervalued their merit, but in order to 
negative the materialism expressed by other writers. Speaking for himself, Dr. 
Friedlander said that if he were not convinced in himself of the existence of God. 
no philosophical argument could give him that belief, but on the other hand no 
philosophical argument could destroy that faith. His faith in Gui and the Bible 
was such that he could not separate one from the other. 

Mr. JOSEPH LEVY differed from Dr, Friedlander that philosophy could not destroy 
religion. Many men kad heen led away by philosophy, Elisha ben Abuya being a 
notable example. 

Mr, J. SNOWMAN believed that in time no contradiction would be found between 
the doctrine of evolution, as far as the principle was concerned, and the Bible, and 
the sooner the two were reconcileable the better. 

After an enquiry by Mr. GERALD FRIEDLANDER, . 

The Rev. Dr. GASTER summed upthe discussion, He said : The suggestiveness of 
the paper of Dr. Lerner is best seen by the fact that, although the subject matter 
has not been touched upon, yet there was ample scope for so many speakers. It 
constitutes also the best compliment on the very interesting lecture to which we 
have listened,in which I heartily join. Of the many points upon which one could 
dwell, I will begin with the last, namely, the theory of Darwin and evolution. The 
latest researches have proved that though perhaps true as fares each species is concerned, 
the theory of evolution is a mere hypothesis and far from being proved in connection 
with the whole animal and vegetable world; again, this individual hypothesis is sure 
to be upset by some ulterior student as so many previous students fared with their 
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speculations, and against these we can firmly pit our biblical teaching and abide 
bv it. There isanother danger in the ceneral application of such theories as evolution. 
At the root of modern biblical criticism lies that very idea of evolution as applied r 
our Monotheism and to our sacred literature. I speak of the latest development of 
biblieal criticism, that which starts from the gradual growth o! the redgious idea in 
Judaism, and not the older school of philological criticism. According to th se critics 
our Monotheism is merely the result of a long evolution, posaibly beginning 
with Polvtheism. The religious idea was slowly evolved by the Prophets in that 
pure form in which we have it now and was afterwards expressed in those 
portions of the Bible, which for us are the starting point and the most ancient, lor 
them the lact outcome and the more recent components of the Bible. I should have 
wished therefore that lr. Lerner would have cealt more fuliy with that argument 
which I shou!d like to call “the anthropological. — by examining the notions ofa 
divine or supernatural power among all the nations and the races of the earth, one 
would find that the polytheistic idea is the one prevalent throughout the human 
race even the Semitic nations were deeply pt d in such iiolatrous bellets, It 
would thus clearly be shown that unless by inspiration and revelation Monotheism 
would not have been possible. An argument that has of late been often advanced, 
viz.. that the. primitive state ol religion was Monotheism = and that 
Polvtheism was only a degeneration, would thus also be silenced by the positive 
facts, that nowhere is that supposed primitive state to be found, not even in the most 
primitive races. It is thi ciory, the yreatness, and sole pusses=lon oi our nation, 
neither the result of evolution, nor the primitive stave, but simply and solely the 
rift from above. The idea advanced by one speaker that philosophy was dangerous 
to religion, was best answered by the tact that our greatest and most pious nen were 
the profoundest philosophers, Philosophy like every other beanch ot human know- 
ledge, is only thena danger when it isacquired by half superficiality, and half-know- 
ledye is a yreate r curse thanignorance. We magine we know, and we judge and act 
accordingly. whilst. in fact. we know nothing and err throughout. A lecture like 
that of this evening will aiso contribute to dispel SOTLC doubts about the importance 
of philosophic enquiries, and I most heartily congratulate Dr. Lerner upon the 
success achieved. 


JEWS’ DUMB HOME. 


On Sunday last, the Annual General Meeting of the contributors to the 
Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, was held at the institution, Walmer Road, Notting 
Hall, Sir Phulip Magnus, President, in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the twenty-first annual Report 
and Balance-Sheet, said that the institution contained the largest number of 
inmates that the accommodation would permit, and there were five applications 
for admission with which the Committee could not comply, simply from want of 
room, He regretted that in common with many other communal institutions, 
their income tell short of the expenditure, and their Balance-Sheet showed a 
grave deticiency. Having regard to the great claims made upon the community 
by the Russo» Jewish Fund, and to the necessities of the Board of Guardians, 
the Committee had come to the conelusion that it was unadvisable to hold the 
biennial Ball during the present year, but he hoped that the community would 
readily contribute the £1,000 for which they would be compelled to appeal to 
meet their deficit next year. A large number of the pupils were received from 
the provinces, but the financial support out of the metropolis was quite dispro- 
portionate, Steps were being taken to obtain from the Guardians of the 
parishes, from which Jewish children were taken, contributions towards their 
maintenance, and he had reason to hope that the applications would be 
favourably received, 


DEAF. AND 


Mr. H. H. Coniins, in seconding the adoption of the Report and Balance- 
] 


Sheet, said that he regretted that it had been decided to apply to the parishes 
for support. Formerly it was the pride of the community to support their own 
poor, He did not say that the institution was not entitled to such support, but 
it proved that a great change had come over the community when steps had to 
be taken to apply forit. He considered it was a reflection upon the community 
that such an institution as a Deaf-Mute Home was so inadequately supported. 
With all respect to the Russian Jews, in his opinion charity should commence at 
home, and before sending our charity abroad care should be taken that all home 
institutions were adequately supported, 

The Report and HBalance-Sheet were unanimously adopted. The 
Report stated that the health of children has been uniformly 
good during the = year, There are now 2 children (il girls and 18 
boys) receiving instruction in the Home. Four (3 girls and a boy) have been 
admitted during the past vear, while two (a girl and a boy) have left. The boy 
has since been apprenticed to a chair frame maker. The Institution makes 
provision for the tuture of the children committed to its care by affording them 
technical instruction so as to facilitate the acquirement by them of suitable 
trades. Witha view to increasing the income of the Home, the Committee 
recommend to the Governors and Subscribers the advisability of admitting on 
payment a limited number of non-Jewish day pupils. It is not anticipated that 
the proposed arrangement will necessitate any addition to the teaching staff, 
who can well instruct a larger number of children. Steps are also being taken 
to obtain from the Guardians of the various parishes from which the pupils are 
drawn a grant towards the cost of their maintenance, &c. The authorities of 
Whitechapel have already been approached in this matter, and their decision. if 
favourable, will serve as a precedent for the Guardians of other parishes. By 
these means the Committee hope to augment the revenue of the Institution. 
The Report after expressing thanks to the Director and staff, and to the various 
Committees, concludes with an earnest appeal for increasedsupport. The Balance- 
Sheet shews that the income which amounted to £978. included subscriptions 
L301, dunations £50, dividends £317, legacies £119. The expenditure amounted 
to £1,561, and there is an overdraft due to the bankers of £33. 

The Honorary Officers were re-elected as follows :—President. Sir Philip 
Magnus; Vice-President, Mr. H. L. Cohen; Treasurer, Mr, Ed. D. Stern: Hon. 
Secretary, Rev, [. Samuel; Auditors, Messrs, Lionel H. Lemon. W. Jeff Cox. 
The Committee were re-elected with the addition of Mr. Elim H. D’Avigdor. 

Phe CHAIRMAN then moved that this meeting of subscribers approves of 
the recommendation of the Committee in favour ot admitting a limited number 
of paying non-Jewish day pupils. Sir Philip Magnus said that he had anticipated 
that the attendance would have been much larger,-but he felt that had there been 
any very strong objection to the resolution the subscribers would have come in 
person to express their dissent. A letter had appeared in the previous issue of

was fully discussed, he expressed the opinion that it was not desirable to admit 

non-Jewish children to a Jewish Home, but he was not ashamed to say that in 

the course of twenty-two years he had changed his opinion. If the circum. 
sanens were identical] with the circumstances of the present time, he would still 
uot consider it a great reproach that he had seen reason to modify his views,

As he grew older his sympathies and opinions did not narrow but widened and 
extended. Jut asa matter of fact, the circumstances under which the proposi- 
tion was formerly discussed were widely different from those of the present day 
At that time the system bad only been recently introduced into this country 
and it was satisfactory to know that the system which now prevailed nov 
only in London but also in many Provincial towns, had first been brought under 
the notice of the British public by Jews. It was then a very small Home, with but 
few inmates, and it was rightly believed thatif non-Jewish children were admitted 
the number who would accept the privilege would be so large that the Instity. 
tion would necessarily be secularised and its denominational character would 
be changed. It would have been impossible to keep the management jn 
Jewish hands if the majority of the pupils belonged to other denominations - 
and if the management were transferred and the teachers were no longer Jewish 
it would have been difficult to maintain the Institution as a Jewish Home 
Under the circumstances it was felt by the majority of the Committee that it 
would not be desirable to accede to the proposition. There was no reason to 
regret that decision. The Institution had been maintained by Jews, it had done 
its work well. and it had remained unsecularised, ‘Twenty vears ago Board Schoo}s 
had only just come into existence, and nearly all education was denominational. 
Since then it had been seen how Jewish and non-Jewish children could meet 
together without disadvantage to either. If the number of inmates were 
smaller now than they are, and were there any prospect that they might he 
swamped by non-Jewish children, the same reasons would CXISE for refusing 
to accede to the present proposition as existed against the { riner 
proposition, Now-a-days, however, the Committee had every reason to believe 


that as other institutions were now open for the insiruction of non-Jewish deaf- 
mutes, the number of applications at the Home would not be so large as to 


interfere in any way with the instruction. or the management. Aguin, the 
Committee had always thought that the instruction of deat-mutes could be best 
carried on where they resided, under the parental control so to speak, of their 
teachers. where the religious lessons would be bound* up with the secular 
instruction, and the whole bias of their lives made a religious one, that better. 
results were likely to follow if the pupils were constantly under supervision 
than if they were sent for a few hours daily to a day school. The 
times had changed but they had not, they held absolutely the same opinions 
now as twenty-two vears ago. He repeated that if the admission of non- 
Jewish day pupils now imperilled in any way the denominational character of 
the instruction or of the management. the resolution would not have come before 
the meeting, but so longasthe teachers and the managers were Jews the religious 
character of the Home would not be in the slightest degree altered. He would 
also remind the meeting that deaf-mute schools would, in all probability, shortly 
be dealt with by the Legislature, and that the Home would have the option Of plac- 
placing itself under Governmental control. ‘The Home might decide to do so or 
might not, it was premature yet to say which way they would decide, but if they 
did so, Her Majesty's Inspectors would come there and they would receive a 
Governmental grant towards maintaining the Institution. Should they 
ultimately decide to place the Institution under Governmental control, it would 
then be necessary that they should open it as a day-school for non- 
Jewish children. He did not say that they would necessarily place themselves 
under the Government. but the resolution before the meeting would enable the 
Committee to ascertain if any evil resulis were hkely to follow. If the 
experiment succeeded they would be able to avail themselves of the Government 
Grant, if it failed they need not avail themselves of the grant. He admitted 
that the main object of the resolution was a financial one. If the community 
had adequately supported the Home, the suggestion to admit non-Jewish day- 
pupils might not have been brought forward. But the Committee who were 
charged with the administration of the Home had been placed in a difficult 
position, and asa means of maintaining the elticiency of the Home they had come 
to the conclusion to recommend the adoption of the course expressed in the 
resolution. He submitted that no important principle was involved, the uon- 
Jewish pupils would only be admitted during certain: hours and would 
receive only secular education, and the number admitted would be so limited 
as not to interfere with the present management of the Institution. (Cheers). 

Mr. Henry Hart, in secondiug the résolution, said that he had taken part 
in the discussion twenty-two years ago, and voted with the minority. He had 
remained firm in the opinion, and his. experience since had taught him, that it 
was the duty of the institution to admit non-Jews as day pupils. Mr. Van 
Oven's letter to the Jewish Chronicle was one long argument in favour of the 
resolution. He strongly supported the views oi the Chairman as to avoiding 
the danger of swamping the Jewish children, and providing this was done no 
principle was involved. ao 

A letter was read from Mr. F, D. Mocatta, regretting his inability to attend, 
and stating that he would have strongly supported the resolution. 

Mr, JAMes CAsTELLO also supported the resolution. 

Mr. ©, A. Mocagvta suggested that a rider should be added that the number 
of non-Jewish pupils should not exceed half the total of Jewish inmates. 

Mr. Henry L. supported the suggestion. 

Mr. H. H.Co.iixssaid he was alsoin the minority at the Burton Crescent 
meeting, and he was as latitudinarian to-day as he was twenty years ago. He 
would therefore — to the proposed addition, as in his opinion no harm 
would ensue if non-Jewish children did predominate. He would point out, in 
justice, that the establishment of their Home wasin a marked degree due to the 
energy and the spirited writings of Sir Henry Isaacs who had two children, deat- 
mutes, educated abroad, and who successfully sought to introduce the system 
into this country. 

Mr. S. S. OPPENHEIM was not opposed to the admission of non-Jewish 
children, but held that the number should be limited to twelve. 

Mr. Henry A. FRANKLIN said that his extended experience In educational 
matters had convinced him that no possible harm ensued irom the tintermingling 
of children of different faiths. He believed that the intermingling would 
rather Judaise the Christians than Christianise the Jews. ; 

The Rev. Isaac SAMUEL saidthat as one connected with the Home since 
its foundation, he would assure the contributors that they could have perfect 
confidence that the Committee would see the Jewish inmates would not 
lose-one iota of the attention or be prejudiced in the slightest degree by the 
admission of non-Jewish day pupils, | 

The resolution was then carried unanimously, = 

Mr. C, A. Mocarra then moved, and Mr, H. lL. Couen seconded, that a rider 
be added to the resolution that the number of non-Jewish pupils to be admitted 
should not exceed one half the number of Jewish inmates. 

Mr. H. A. FRANKLIN movedas an amendment that the number should not 
exceed the same number as the Jewish inmates. 

__ Mr. I. SELIGMAN said he appeared as an “opportunist.” Although he cor- 
dially agreed with Mr. H. A. Franklin, still he thought that the views of those 
outside the institution should be considered. The alteration could be made 
by degrees. He would therefore support the rider of Mr. Mocatta which could 
be extended in after years if experience proved it to be necessary. | 

After a further discussion in which the Chairman, Messrs. James Castello, 
H. A. Franklin, and Henry Hart took part. the rider to limit the number of 
day pupils to half thenumber of Jewish inmates was carried by 6 votes to 5. 
Mr. H. A. Franklin then withdrew his amendment. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the honorary officers and Commitees, 
and on the motion of the CrarrMAN, a special vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Scbintheil, of whom the Chairman said that he was devoted heart and soul to 
his work, and that a more able instructor it would be impossible to find.

MANCHESTER, 

The annual meeting of the supporters of the Jews’ Schools. Derby Street, 
was held on the 24th inst., Mr. E. M. Henriques, J.P.,in the chair. The Report 
states that although there were no tables of percentage as formerly, the Com- 
mittee not only had no fear that the efficiency of the schoo!s would be weakened, 
but they believed that the true educational interests of the children would be 
promoted by the new system. The Committee desired to dissipate the idea that 
with the abolition of fees under the present system the exchequer of the school 
was benefitted in some way. Very little more was now paid by the Government 
in the form of fees than was formerly paid by the parents themselves in the 
combined form of fees and payments for books, and the small difference would 
be more than counterbalanced by the greater demands upon the resources of the 
institution. The work of theschool savings bank had been materially increased 
by the abolition of fees. The number of transactions had risen from about Si 
per week to nearly 400. The Committee regretted the loss of the services of 
Mr. E. E. Micholls as President, on accowit of his removal from Manchester. 
During the time of his holding the important office of Chairman a new wing had 
been added to the school. It was to his strenuous exertions in collec.ing tunds 
tor the extension that it was enabled to be Opened free from debt. ‘he managers 
had also to regret the resignation of Mr. Salis Simon as Honorary Secretary, 
owing to the pressure of other duties. The Chairman said the needs of the 
school were certain to recommend themselves to the Jewish community on 
account of its being a focus, he might say, of religious education in their midst. 
[It had been thought by some that the action of the Government would render 
it needless that tnis Institution should continue on its present basis, but he felt 
sure that the Jewish public at large would not agree with that opinion. It was 
most important that the education of the Jewish children should be entrusted to 
Jews. it was the only way that acentre of Jewish life could be maintained in 
their midst. Tho Jews’ School, which was educating over 2.00) children, had 
vreat ditticulties to contend with from the fact that so many of the children at 
the Outset were imperfectly acquainted with the English tongue. But under 
the care of Mr. Ephraim Harris, Miss Raphael, Miss Lemon. and their assistants 
the children had always done so well that the managers had prided themselves 
that the Manchester Jews’ School was the premier schoolin England. In the 
time of payment by results it passed more children than any other school in the 
country, and it had therefore been a subject of just pride to them that in the 
face ot exceptional difficulty it had done so well. He believed that the Jewish 
community would be unworthy of their great inheritance if they refused 
to make the slight sacrifice which enabled them to maintain the school in its 
present efficiency and vigour. The report and accounts were adopted. Then 
followed the usual resolutions—all being passed unanimously—thanking the 
retiring officers and Committee for their labours, and appointing the ofticials 
for the ensuing year. Mr. Edward Behrens was elected President, in the place 
of Mr. Micholis (who was cordially thanked for his devotion to the school for 
so many years past), and Mr. Salis Simon was appointed Vice-President, his 
place as Honorary Secretary being taken by Mr. G.C. Mandleberg.

PERSECUTION THE JEWS RUSSIA. 


REPRINTED FROM THE ‘** NEW YORK TIMES.”’ | 


Wasnincron. —A_ report which will take a unique place 
among public documents 1s now in the hands of the American 


Congres... It contains a record of the investigation.of the Hon. 
Col... John B. Weber and Dr. Walter Kempster into the con- 
dition and treatment of the Jewish subjects of the Czar. It 


sets forth calmly, dispassionately, and with a careful regard to ac- 
curacy of statement, a state of things unheard of in modern times. 
The testimony quoted was nearly all taken at first hand; of the 
scenes described the narrators were for the most part eye-witnesses. 
They saw more of the condition of Jewish lite in Russia than any 
two men have seen before or are likely to see again, and the story 
which they have to tell has a historical value no less obvious than 
that which attaches to it as a contribution to a subject of conteim- 
poraneous human interest. 

The Hon. John B. Weber represented the Thirty-third District 
of New York in the Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Congresses. He is 
Commissioner of Immigration at the Port of New York, and was 
chairman of the commission appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to investigate in Europe the subject of emigration to the United States. 
His associate, Dr. Kempster, is a physician of standing and repute, well 
known in Washington and in New York. To these two was assigned, 
in the apportionment of duties among tlie members of the commission, 
that of investigating the northern part of France, Belgium, Holland, 
Prussia, Russia, Poland, Austria-Hungary, and Bavaria. The 
greater portion of their time was spent in Russia, and the subject of 
Russian Jewish emigration occupies the chief place in their report. 
This is due to the fact that, while in every other country visited 
the emigration movement 1s controlled by normal causes, in Russia 
it has a propulsive force behind it, which the Government can 
increase or diminish at pleasure. This force atfects from tive to 
seven millions of people, and, for certain sufficient reasons, the 
trend of the emigration of which it is the cause is toward our 
shores. 

The last Hebrew exodus from Russia to the United States hegan 
soon after the promulgation of the so-called May Laws in 1882. It 
threatened to attain large proportions, but was stopped by the 
suspension of these laws which followed the indignant protests of 
the whole civilised world. The revival within a year of the odious 
enactments of 1882, which are nominally merely temporary orders 
of the Committee of Ministers, gave renewed impetus to emigration. 
Though its growth has been as remarkable as it is sudden, its numbers 
are still, Leside those of other great European nationalities, rela- 
tively insignificant. But when the arrivals at the port of New 
York of alien passenlers from Russia reached: a total of Lo, 900 
1882, and when they are found to have attained the much hiccher 
aggregate of 52,092 in 1801, it is the potentialities which the tigures 
suggest, rather than their actual total, which claim attention, 
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One of the conclusions reached by the Commissioners 1s that the 
problem of Russian ynmigration involves certain international! 
questions of unusual gravity. They point out that, while the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention in the conduct of the domestic atlairs of 
foreign countries is recognised by no country so scrupulously as by 
the United States, it must be regarded as anything but a friendly 
act on the part of the Russian Government to strip its Jewish 
subjects of their substance and force them to our land, impoverished 
in means and crushed in spirit. And in their judgment neither 
should it be regarded as a violation of this principle to ‘protest 
against a continuance of such measures, In view of their etlect upon 
our affairs, even if the question of humanity be eliminated from 
consideration. To push these people upon us in a condition which 
makes our duty of self-protection war against the spirit of our insti- 
tutions and the ordinary instincts of humanity, calls, in the opinion 
of the Commissioners, for a protest so emphatic that it will be both 
heard and heeded, 

Messrs. Weber and Kempster reached St. Petersburg Aug. 17 
last. Two days before their arrival the United States Legation had 
asked for them the privilege of an interview with the Minister of the 
Interior. While awaiting an answer to this request, they had an 
interview with an official of the Foreign Office, M. Chichkine, who 
had been formerly connected with the Russian Legation in Washing- 
ton. This gentleman suggested the preparation of a programme 
giving the names of places which they desired to visit, to be accom- 
panied by an official application for the letters and documents 
needec to facilitate investigation. The itinerary was prepared and 
the suggested request made, but the letters were not received: No 
hetter luck attended the communication to the Minister of the 
Interior. Failing the receipt of an answer within five days after 
their arrival, the Commissioners resolved to prosecute their inquiries 
without the official authorisation of the Russian Government. It 
was only after reaching Moscow that, under date of Aug. 25, a note 
was received from the United States Legation stating that the 
Minister of the Interior had appointed an interview for the morrow. 
This was an engagement which they could not keep, and they did not 
fee] warranted in returning to St. Petershurg to renew their applica 
tion. 


FLIMSY PRETEXTS FOR EXPULSION, 


The field of inquiry covered by the Commissioners was divided 
hetween Moscow and a portion of the territory known as the Jewish 
Pale of Settlement. The state of things in Moscow, while a result 
of the same policy which dictated the May Laws, was not directly 
associated with their operation, A large body of Jewish merchants, 
professional men, artisans, or “ hand workers” of both sexes, and 
their families, had settled in Moscow under Imperial edicts giving 
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next station and remain there until after her

them the right of free movement outside of the Pale ot Settlement. 
With them the May Laws did not expressly interfere, but the 
revival of thy m Was understood to he but the prelude to a more 
comprehensive enactment driving back within the Pale all the 
Jews settled in Russia. 

Means were readily found to begin on a large scale an experi- 
mental precess of expulsion In the first instance difficulties wer 
placed in the way of a renewal of the certificates of artisanship from 
the trade guilds of which the Jews were members, but in whose 
Managemen! they had no voice, Pretexts for cancelling these cer 
titicates were found by making visits to workshops where Jewish 
artisans were employed at times deliberately chosen when they were 
out delivering work or on one of their religious holidays. A report 
was made that such and such persons were not engaged in the prac 
tice of their eraft, and, therefore, had been fraudulently enrolled as 
members of their guild. Other excuses were found in a tricky and 
deliberately unjust application of the rule that a handicraftsman can 
sell only the product of his own industry. Watchmakers were ex 
pelled for selling watel-keys, because these were not of their own 
making, and tailors were denied the right of residence on the equally 
preposterous ground that the buttons they used were the product of 
another craft than theirs, 

The desire to illustrate the practical working of laws whicly had 
heen sugvested, but not decreed, evokes a brief but sarcastic commeut 
from the Commissioners. They report that its execution was attended 
by results so satisfactory to the hicher powers as to eheit the ediet 
of July, giving formal legal sanction to the “clearing out ” of most 
of the Jews from Moscow. Under this order business men of estab- 
hshed position and reputation had to sacrifice everything and go. 


Bank directors and cashiers were expelled with as little possibility of 


demur as clerks and artisans. Merchants of the first guild shared 


the tate of travelling salesmen, and the only consolation left to any of 
them was that the losses which they themselves suffered were only 
more serious than the injury inflicted on commerce and industry by 
their banishment from the community of which for most or all of their 
lite-time they had been a part. 

There are other incidents of the Moscow persecution which, but 
for the careful veritication of the Commissioners, might be regarded 
as too horrible for belief. Patients afflicted with maladies of the 
most serious character were refused admission to the hospitals because 
they were Jews--one being a case of hydrophobia, certified as such 
by the Superintendent and consulting physicians of the institution. 
The treatment of the unmarried women was marked by brutality of 
a different kind. ‘The Commissioners inquired into the reported case 
of the seamstress who attempted suicide by drowning because her 
only means of avoiding expulsion was to apply for the “ yellow 
ticket” of the hieensed prostitute, and found it, in spite of the 
scepticism of Mr. Arnold White and otliers, to be a simple recital of 
fact. Asa result of the examination of this and other cases of like 
nature, they broadly enunciate the conclusion that there are only two 
conditions under which a young Jewess can to-day live outside of the 
Pale of Settlement— one to he converted to the Orthodox Church, 
and the other to join the ranks of the prostitutes, 


INHUMAN TREATMENT OF WOMEN. 


Investigation at Wilna gives a further illustration of the Russian 
method of treating women. It was that of a Mrs. Dimenstein, who, 
with her husband and two children, lived at the capital. The 
hushand was an artisan—-a farrier —and had the usual legal permit, 
The police visited her house twice. ‘The first time her husband was 
dressed, ready to go out to receive or deliver work ; the second time 
he was out on such a mission, and the charge was at once made that 
he was not an artisan, as he was not at work. He was notified ‘to 
leave within a month, notwithstanding the fact that he established 
his claim to artisanship by a number of Christians for whom he had 
done work. He then tried to obtain an extension of time on account 
of the advanced pregnancy of his wife. This also was refused. 

His time having expired, he left for Leipsic, where he intended 
to establish himself, hoping and believing that his wife, who was 
daily expecting confinement, would be allowed to stay until atter the 
birth of her child. This, however. was not permitted, and she was 
compelled to go.at the designated time. Teing so near the time of 
her confinement, she employed 2 iidwife to accompany her, and 
about 4 a.m. on the following day, while en route, was taken with 
labour pains. She was permitted to exchange her ticket at the 


child was born, which 
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occurred two hours later, The privilege was granted of remaining 
until + p.m. of that day, when she was put aboard the train fo, 
Wilna, and was carried by friends from the station to her lodgings, 
The Commissioners found Mrs. Dimenstein a pleasant, well-informed 
lady of taste and refinement, and a photograph of her husband, which 
she exhibited with pride, showed him to be an apparently intelligent 
and cultivated type of man. Among other things she stated that 
the conductor of her train said that her case was by no means wn- 
common, and that he quite recently had another where the child of 
an expelled Jewess was born on the train. 

Of more tragic tenor is the brief story of Mrs. Epstein, who was 
living in a Jewish settlement outside of Moscow at the time of the 
police raid upon it. In-the dark she was separated from her husband 
and child, and fled to a Christian cemetery, where she was found in 
the morning by her mother unconscious, and a child, to which she 
had given birth in the night, lying by her side cold in death. 


HANDCUFFED LIKE CRIMINALS. 


Another atrocity which has been persistently denied was forced 
on the attention ot the Commissioners-—the deportation of expelled 
Jews by ctape, handeutied lke eriminal malefactors. They present 
in their report the text of orders to that effect in individual cases 
where the only crime of the sufferer was a refusal to be baptised. 
The history of case after case which came to their personal knowledge 
in Moscow is briefly given, and they bring their observations there 
to a close by giving their impressions, at the rooms of the Moseow 
Relief Committee, of the crowd ot oppressed people struggling to 
vet away from the dreadful police espionage and the dreadful étayy 
which stares them in the face if they cannot raise the money to leave 
when arrested. 

Nearly all of these people were artisans, or had been business 
men of some kind, and in general their appearance indicated industry 
and character. All told the same story—the tailor, whose customers 
had left; the butcher, whose business had been ruined because of 
the exodus; the old men, women, and children begging for help to 
get away from their surroundings, anything being better than these, 
ainid which they live in constant terror. Homes were destroyed, 
business ruined, families separated, and those who were left could 
only protest that they were not criminals, except. that they were 
charged with being Jews. All expressed a willingness and anxiets 
to work, and begged for the opportunity to begin life again anywhere, 
in America, Brazil, Africa, or the Argentine Republic, so long as 
they could get away from their oppressors. The sentiment’ of these 
people, and one which is in the heart of nearly every Jew in Russia, 
was fairly expressed by an_ intellectual emigrant to a Rabbi at 
Kovno: “I am going to America, because in that direction lies 
hope. Here I have only tears to confront me. The hope may 
prove delusive, but the fears are a certainty. My great ambition is 
to breathe, at least once, the free air with which God has blessed 
the American people. ’ 

The brutality with which the measures against the Jews are 
carried out regards social station as little as sex. There is illus- 
trated, in many cases cited by the Commissioners, that of a 
merchant of the first guild with whom they talked in Moscow, 
which may serve as a sample. He has in his possession a certifi- 
cate given by the guild, dated Dec. 28, 1890, on which is printed 
the following extract from the law : 


* According to Article 4 of the Regulation of the State Council, 
sanctioned by the Emperor Jan. 1, 1863, the present certificate is 
completely like a passport, and the person furnished with such 


certificate is not obliged to have any other document, and has the 
right to reside in all the empire.” 


It may be stated that a condition precedent to the granting of 
such a certificate 1s the payment for five years of 1,000 roubles a 
year within the pale. The tax continues after the certificate giving 
freeclom of movement is secured. The bearer of the one in question 
went to St. Petersburg last March to visit a friend on business. 
He was informed at the hotel that his passport was not sufticient, 
but that he could stay two or three days. 

The second day after his arrival the clerk of the hotel informed 
him that he could not remain in the hotel that night, as they 
expected a night police inspection. He therefore left the hotel, 
and was accosted by two detectives in citizens’ clothes, who said to 
him: “ You are already here a couple of days from Moscow.” 

He replied: “1 came yesterday, and have my passport.” 
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They rejoined: “We know you cane yesterday, but you did 
Not report vourself vesterday. 

They then arrested him, took away his passport, marched hin 
to the police station, and from there to the district station, where 
they took from him his money (about 100 roubles), his wateh, and 
his searf-pin, He slept on the floor with drunkards, vagabonds, 
and criminals, titteen in all. His rations were bread and cold 
cabbage, He was taken to police headquarters hext day, ut 
rigorous examination was held to see if he was charged with any 
Violation of the law, and, nothing being found, he was discharged. 

He Wiis, nevertheless, conducted to another department, the 
ofticial.in charge greeting him with the remark: “ Here is another 
dog-faced Jew.) After bee locked for halt hour, the police: 
man took him back to the place of detention whence he had come, 
where he was again contined for tive days. He was next taken to 
the prison in Demidotf Street, where they took away his clothing, 
exchanged it for prison garb, and contined him in a large room with 
about torty other men, two ot them Jews. Six or seven of them 
were criminals convicted ot arson, theft, and murcde destined tor 
Siberia. He remained there two weeks, during which prisoners 
were received and removed. 

He was finally taken with a party of 310 prisoners to a central 
prison, where his clothes were restored to him. They were tnarched 
through the streets to the station under stroliy guard, All were 
handeutfed except himself, as he had promised the guard to pay 
handsomely for the privilege of voIng unchaied., An allowance or 
10 kopecks (5 cents) a day for food is made to those who are thus 
marched by é/ape, one-half of which allowance ‘it is wise to vive to 
the guard.” They were next taken to Duneberg, where they were 
contined tor ten days, thence from place to piace, aha tinally to 
Dizua, where they found the river closed with ice, and were delayed 
because the CONVOY Which was expected to meet them could not 
reach them. 

The party were next taken to Rodosk, in the Province of 
Vitebsk, where this much-sutfering man was detained in prison for 
ten weeks. Here he received three roubles from a friend, two of 
Which he found it ‘ quite proper to give to the guard.” From there 
he was taken by soldiers, per éfape, with fifty others, and returned 
to Dizua, where he was notified that the charge against him 
was that of not presenting his passport in St. Petersburg at the 
proper time. He was then discharged and returned to Moscow, 
where the Commissioners found him. They describe him as an 
intelligent gentleman, well educated, and manly in appearance. 


MILITARY SERVICE DISREGARDED. 


Under what passes for law in Russia, the right of permanent 
residence outside of the Pale of Settlement is accorded to Jews who 
have discharged their military duties in accordance with the recruit- 
ing law and belong to the reserve. ‘The Commissioners found out, 
by the examination of a number of cases in Moscow, how slender a 
protection this is. One case they cite of an old man,.wrinkled and 
hent with age, who came forward with the documents to prove that 
he had been it soldier under Nicholas, and had served his country 
twenty-five years. He had lived in Moscow in comfort with his 
children for a long time, but had been ordered to leave within 
twenty-four hours. Where to go, how to get away, what to do when 
he got away, were questions which he found himself unable to answer. 
The tears streamed down the old man’s cheeks as he begged for some 
means to get away and for advice where to go. He repeatedly ex- 
pressed the wish that he might die and be released from the misery 
that confronted him. The worn veteran protested against being 
turned away from his home, his country, his children, at the very 
end of his life. He said that he had never committed a crime, never 
heen a pauper, and had done nothing to be expatriated for, to be a 
wanderer on the face of the earth, except being a Jew. Though his 
hest days had been spent iu the defence of his country, the powers 
that are had cast him out as a vagabond and atramp, It is hardly 
to be wondered at that, to American eyes, he presented a picture not 
readily forgotten, and one that suggested a startling contrast with the 
treatment which such as he receive here at the hands of their fellow- 
countrymen. 


THE PALE. 
What is known as the Pale ot Settlement comprises fifteen pro- 


Vinces, or Gubernia, all of which have, at one time or other, been 
captured from Poland or Turkey. Its area is about 343,000 square 
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miles, but an edict that no Jew should reside within tiftv versts 
(thirty-three miles) of the frontier, which is 1,500 miles long, reduced 
the size of the Pale to about the dimensions of the State of lexas 
hor purposes of settlement, this territory was stall further restricted 
hen the ntorcement ‘ the Laws ned the ar Ws within the 
towns and townlets of the Pale, ane drove trom the rural Villaves 
and those who had previousl\ been eettlied there. The econ.

sequence ot the expulsion deeree, The inhabitants were not per- 


mitted to do any business outside of the circumseribed limits of the 


townlet, and, if found selling simply fruit or milk in the roads out- 


side, their stock is seized and confiscated. And yet in this townlet, 
sixteen versts trom Minsk, were tailors, stonemasons, bricklayers, 
and other artisans driven from their former homes under the 
decree, 

And so it was throughout the entire territory visited, the destitu- 
tion with which the small communities were threatened being no 
less marked than the pitiful struggle for starvation wages then 
beginning in the large towns. It was hardly to be wondered at 
that, even in September last, the more intelligent and prosperous 
Jews were uneasy and apprehensive of fearful cousequences due to 
the very serious condition of afiairs, while some of them were 
practically punie-stricken from the tear of increased distress and 
starvation during the winter resulting in rioting and bloodshed. 


SCENES IN AGRICULTURAL COLONIES. 


The Commissioners devoted special attention to tinding out 
whether there was any truth in the charge that the Jews do not 
take kindly to agriculture. Dr. Kempster made a special study of 
this branch of the inquiry, and, in introducing the results of his 
visit to the agricultural colonies near Wilne, he gives some valuable 
data bearing on the Jewish ownership of land in Russia, What 
are now the Gubernia of Minsk, Wilna, Grodne,.Kovno, and 
V olhynia Were, a5 part of the ancient (‘ommonwealth of Pol und, 
places or refuge for the Jews from medieval persecution. Many 
large estates were then purchased by Jews, some of which have been 
successfully carried on by them ever since. In the year 181% the 
Russian Government prohibited Jews from purchasing more land, 
but in 1835 they set apart 5,500 acres in the Province of Minsk on 
which Jewish agriculturists might settle, and in 1557 there were, 
according to official statistics, 3,973 persons on this land. Their 
numbers afterwards increased, and in 1880 there were over 5,000 
persons upon this and adjoining leased property, 

The May Laws of.1882 forbade new contracts with Jews as 
lessees of landed estates situated outside the precincts of towns and 
townlets, or even the issue of powers of attorney to enable Jews to 
manage such estates. As a result, many persons were forced back 
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from these lands mito the towns and townlets of the. Pale. In Kovno, 
the Jewish communities hela hy (;overnment permission were then 
85.000 acres. and in Grodno about 6.000 aeres, with an Agri ultural 
population of 4,000 people. In Volhyviia, a province contaming 
comparatively extensive agricultural trade, and which also wave 
refuge to the Jews, bread was furnished for a great many tillers of 
the soil, Until the year Jews enuitivated more than 600,000 
were s, or about per cent, ot the arable lands in the province. 

In all of these places, which ave within the Pale of Settlement, the 
enforcement of the May Laws has compelled the leaseholders to 
abandon the properties they were on, and has forced these. agricul: 
tural communities to UO hack into the townlets where the law 
obliges them to live. Commissioner Kempster found that in many 
stances the Russian landed proprietors used every endeavour to 
periuit the Jews to return, because their expulsion meant a discon- 
tinuance of the rent which came to them, cenerally a good one, In 
some instances the order for expulsion came while the crops were 
still standing in the tields, thereby preventing their harvesting. 

lu travelling through the country to study this subject, Dr. 
Kempster passed farmlands where the grain was still in the shock, 
some of it already sprouted: and worthless, As starvation had 
already becun ln-some parts of Russia, this waste seemed wicked, and 
provoked inquiry of some mouiiks for the reason. They said that it 


had been customary for them to sow the grain and harvest it ; then. 


they sold it to dealers, who took it from the ground, marketed it, 
and paid them its value. But this year the dealers had not come 
for the grain, and it had not,” therefore, been threshed. Further 
inquiry developed the fact that the majority of these dealers were 
Jews, who this year were driven away by the enforcement of the 
May Laws, leaving no one to market the meagre crop, and it was 
therefore lost. 

The Jewish agricultural colony of Dekshni may be taken as 
a fair type of the others in that part of Russia, It is subdivided 
into sixteen parts, which contain about eighty-six acres each, The 
original grant was from the Czar Nicholas, who invited Jews to 
establish themselves in this and other neighbouring communities, and 
who gave to each head of a family who accepted the invitation 200 
roubles with which to build a house, and exempted them from all 
military Service for twenty-tive years and from all taxation for ten 
years. When these colonies were established it was required thai 
each division should have at least six labouring men upon it, three 


old and three young, and if for any reason there were less, a family 


having a surplus of labour should be drawn from. As the colonies 
grew, the numbers on each division increased, so that there are now 
from twenty to thirty on each, and-existence for so many is, under 
the best of circumstances, almost impossible. And the circumstances 
are anything but of the best. 

In 1868 the Government imposed a tax ranging from 50 to 60 
roubles per annum on the head of each family. It was soon found 
utterly impossible to pay this, and about four years ago the tax 
was reduced to 30 roubles per annum, which is the amount now paid. 
The land is so poor, and is so steadily growing worse, that it cannot 
raise good crops even ia ordinary years. Its cultivators grow rye, 
oats, buckwheat, and some garden vegetables. In a good year they 
raise about 240 pouds of -rye to the acre. Last year, 1890, the 
rye failed altogether, and they had no bread made from their own 
gran. For [Sl it was estimated that they would have about 160 
pouds to the acre, the market price of which last September was 
about 3:20 do!s, Buckwheat Was poor in ISO], and its yield about 
200) pouds per acre, worth, say, 3 dols. The potatoes had all 
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rotted in the ground, and not enough oats were grown for seed. 
The houses are grouped tovether so as to form a town, being nearly 
all ot the same SIZ, one storey in height, and generally containing 
two fainilies. one in each end. In the village there was no saloon, 
or any place where beer or liquor could be obtained, and a school 
was maintained by the colonists, of which the teachers received 8 
roubles for six months’ services. There was no adult or child of 
school age in the community who could not read and write

A short time before the visit of Dr. Kempster some of the 
farmers of this community asked permission to purchase some lands 
adjoining their colony, which the landowners were willing to sell 
provided they could get permission from the officials. The request 
was denied on the ground that the Government would sell no lands 
to Jews. The overtlow from this point goes mainly to America. 
During the past five years twenty men had gone froin this one 
community. Twenty men came into the room where the Com- 
Inissioner: was pursuing his inauiries, and all seemed to know some- 
thing about American life. They said they would like to go there 
if they had the money, their land being so poor that they were 
unable to get sufficient means to maintain themselves. They were 
asked whether, if they went to another country, they would settle 
in the cities. The reply was, “ No; we cannot live without fields 
any more than a fish can live without water. We were born here 
farmers, and farmers we want to be to the end of our days.” 

Being further pressed to answer why they wished to go to America, 
iu housewife pushed her way through the men and said, “Our lives 
are lost, but we want to alleviate the condition of our children.” They 
asked about the soil and its products ; about food ; how the land was 
watered ; prices for labour and for farm products ; and all evinced a 
vreat interest in the subjects, as well as a thorough knowledge of 
everything pertaining to agricultural pursuits. 

In going through the Pale, the Commissioners were guided by 
men who, although selected because of their supposed thorough know- 
ledge and understanding of the situation, were themselves staggered 
by the facts which confronted them. Throughout the report, initials 
of persons and names of places are frequently given other than those 
which possibly belong to tae subjects. The reason is that the people 
whose statements were taken are still in Russia, and the Commis- 
sioners realised the hazard to which they would be subjected if they 
could be identified. It was frequently stated that identification 
would mean neither more nor less than financial ruin and exile to 
Siberia. 

In presenting the typical cases selected, the Commissioners have 
aimed to reproduce as far as possible the simple language in which 
they were described, to avoid embellishment of facts, as these speak 
with sufficient eloquence for themselves. ‘In their descriptions, the 
Commissioners say that they aimed to repress the feelings which 
often mastered them as they stood face to face with the-actual scenes 
of misery and want surrounding these hunted human beings, scenes 
which they say they can never drive from their memory. The 
chapter they declare to be by no means complete, but what there 1s 
of it is not only authentic, but is believed to be a convincing 
history of the terrible conditions which heretofore have been but 
partially described and largely disbelieved because of their incredible 
character. |
